The peanut crop of Texas will bo 
very large this year, and at this 
time farmers art1 considering t 1hi 
best and most profitable ways of 


d isp o s in g «»t* 
it. 
E x p e r ie n c e 
has 
proved that it is more profitable to 
market food crops through live­ 
stock than to sell them in the raw 
state. 
In the 
case 
of 
peanuts, 
however, it has been found that 
the meat of peanut-fed hogs is so ftfw * * — 
and oily, and such hogs have been 
discriminated against in the mark- 
ts. 
Since so many oil mills have 
en equiped to crush peanuts it 
as become possible to buy peanut 
eal and cake, and there has been 
widespread demand to know if 
ie meat of hogs fattened on pea- 
ijut eake or meal would be hard 
id firm and free from the object- 
ns to meat produced by feeding 
he whole peanut. 
To answer this question the Tex-* 
as Experiment Station conducteq 
a feeding experiment at 
College 
Station. 
Sixty hogs of uniform 
age and weight were divided into 
i six pens of ten hogs each and fed, 
I different rations for a period of 
seventy days. 
The rations 
fed 
were :*< follows: 
Lot No. 1. 
Milo chops alone. 
Lot NO. 2. 
Milo chops and cot­ 
ton seed meal in the ratio of 1 to G. 
Lol No. 3. 
Milo chops and tank­ 
age in the ratio of 1 to 10. 
Lot No. 4. 
Milo c h o p s and p e a ­ 
nut meal in the ratio of 1 to 7. 
Lot No. r>. 
Milo chops and pea­ 
nut meal containing hulls in the ra­ 
tio of 1 to 2VI». 
Lot No. 6 
Milo chops and pea­ 
nut meal equal parts.
